JUDGE HAWLEY'S CANDIDATUHE.

LTHOUGH Judge Hawle> neither denies nor 


admits the truth of the report that he is a can- 


didate for United States Senator, the indications arc 
that he is inclined to favorably consider the propo- 
sition. 
Judge Ilawley is nearly 73 jears of age. 


Xcarly, if not quite, one-half of his life he has oc- 
cupied a position upon a judicial bench 
For many 


\ears he \sas> one of the supreme judges of Nevada, 
a position he held \\hen appointed Judge of the 
United States Court for this judicial district, some 
ten or twelve years ago. Before coming to Nevada 
he practiced law successfully in California, and was, 
\\e believe, at one time district attorney in Nevada 
county in that State. His entire manhood days have 
been devoted to law and he has never, we under- 
stand, held a legislative position in his life. 
He 


could, if he chose, retire from his present judgeship 
upon full pay, five thousand dollars a year, which is 
equal to the salary of a United States Senator. 
His 


judicial career has bern an honorable and successful 
one, and when he cho.->e to retire to private life he 
would leave 
as enviable 
a record as was 
ever 


achieved bv an\ retiring Judge on the Pacific or At- 
lantic coast. 


We are confident that Judge IIa\sle\'s lust and 


most sincere friends of whatever political party, \\ill 
regret, if, in the autumn of his ;!a\s, he should con- 
clude to abandon the channel in v,liich his l i f t ' s cur- 
rent has run. to enter a contest for a position which 


if attained would not add to the honor of his former 
career, nor afford him such pleasure in his remain- 
ing years as he has experienced from the perform- 
ance of the duties for \\hich he was, and still is, 
so
